Whatever faults Chicago may have her 
charity knows no bounds. 

The stranger who visits the city is struck 
by the numerous evidences of the work 
which is being done to alleviate the condition 
of the poor. Not only is there county relief 


- but there are societies and institutions de- 


yoted to assisting the needy, to preventing 
the growth of poverty by enabling the in- 
digent to secure work, by starting the de- 
serving in small businesses, by providing 
amusements and recreations, and, in tne 
ease of the city, parks, and in general by im- 
proving: working conditions. 

For years I have been interested in socio- 
logical work, and while in Europe made a 
thorough investigation of industfial condi- 
tions with a view to establishing their effect 
upon poverty. I am, consequently, familiar 
with the terrible situation of the poor in the 
east end of London, of the factory quarters 
of Paris and Berlin, and of the) degrading 
effect of lack of work, of long hours, and low 
Wagesi upon the Mujiks of Russia. On nu- 
merous occasions I have visited the east side 
of New York. 


Aliens Problem for City. 


My inspection of Chicago has disclosed a far 
more satisfactory condition here than pre- 
vails in any of the-places I have mentioned. 
Not that Chicago is without its slums. Not 
that Chicago is without squalid poverty. 
The city always will have its needy, particu- 
larly so long as it shall receive annually a 
stream of immigrants, many in poor physical 
condition. It is such persons, unacquainted 
with modern hygiene, that crowd hovels 
and thereby become an excellent breeding 
soll for disease. With them within its boun- 
daries, Chicago will find itself constantly 
facing a social preblem, involving not only 
the ahsorption of the alien forces, but the 
evils which they create... 

There is ne intention onm-my part to advo- 
cate the exclusion of immigrants from Chi- 
cago. Such a policy would be far more in- 
jurious to a growing commercial city, with its 
insistent cry for more help, than to keep the 
doors as wide open as they are today. What 
is required is a demand on the part of the 
civic authorities that the ration shall admit 
into its confines only those alieng who are 
strong and healthy and able to help them- 
selves ard thereby the community in which 
they settle. This is a question the city can- 
not solve. It is a broad, national problem, 
with which the president and congress must 
eal. 

I have made numerous visits to the poor dis- 
tricts of the city. I have been among Slavs, 
Jews, Italians, Greeks, and negroes. I have 
found the city guilty of adding to the sordid- 
ness of poverty by failure to improve streets, 
by neglect to close and tear down hovels un- 
fit for habitation, by lack of proper sahitary 
inspection. I have learned of many societies 
engaged in charitable and development work, 
but there does not appear to exist any great 
degree of coSperation between them. 


Lack of Co-operation Harmful. 


Necessarily, this does not detract from the 
nobility of spirit which actuates the thou- 
gands who are devoting their thought, their 
time, and their money to the relief of the 
poorer people. I refer to the lack of co- 
operation merely because such @ condition 
gives rise to wastefulness. I know this Is 
appreciated by many of the societies them- 
Selves, and I have been told of a movement 
 teweard consolidation which is designed to 
provide that concert of action which is 
fiecessary if the best results are to be ob- 
tained. 

It is impossible to state precisely the causes 
~@f poverty in Chicago any more than it is 
to define them elsewhere. As Prof. Selig- 
Man, the well known sociologist, has saidp 
modern poverty is bound up with the facts 
ef modern economic Hfe, and modern eco- 
Romic life is a complex product.

BIG ISSUE OF DAY 


Raymond Begins Series Which 
Will Analyze Defects in Na- 
tion’s Present Curren- 
cy System. 


YEAR OF WORK AHEAD. 


People Have Time to Become Fa- 
miliar with Plan and Decide 
What They Need in 
Way of Reforms. 


BY RAYMOND, 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special.)}—Not 
since John Sherman resumed specie pay- 
ments thirty years ago has there been any 
financial plan so momentous in its effect upon 
the commerce of the country as that which is 
now actively engaging the attention of the 
administration, and which during the com- 
ing year is certain to become a topic of vio- 
lent discussion the country over. 

President Taft and others have spoken at 
times of a central] bank and of various other 
vast reforms in our currency and banking 
System, but the country at large is not yet 
aware of the fact that if only a portion of 
these plans are carried out the result must 
necessarily be a revolution in our banking 
and currency system. 

I say this not in the way of sensationalism 
nor tO sound any note of alarm. Quite the 
contrary. The subject is so vast, there are so 
many interlaced intereéts to be considered, 
and the prosperity of the people is so clear- 
ly at stake, that they ought to go into the 
question deliberately, intelligently, and with- 
out’ partisan bias. 


Demagogues May Seize Issue. 


Demagogues may seek to seize upon ar 
issue which can be so readily distorted for 
base political purposes. It will be easy to 
appeal to the prejudices of the people, and 
there is danger that wise and beneficent leg- 
islation may be defeated by arraying one 
against another and persuading persons who 
have not studied the subject that their in- 
terests are different from those of the coun- 
try at large. Sectionalism necessarily will 
play its part. The country may be aroused 
against the city, and the man who has noth- 
ing may easily be induced to cast his vote 
against a scheme which he believes to be for 
the benefit of the capitalists exclusively. 

Since the slavery agitation there scarcely 
has been a political issue so important to the 
real interests of the country as that which 
now is looming large and vague on the leg- 
islative horizon. When it is proposed to re- 
model the currency of @ country, to destroy 
note issues which have become familiar dur- 
ing a generation, to substitute others backed 
by securities with which the people are un- 
familiar, and finally to modify the banking 
system if not to regenerate it, there mani- 
festly is need for a campaign of eaucation. 


Campaign First, Program After. 

It is wiser that that campaign should be 
begun before a definite program is adopted 
by the administration, 80 that the people may 
have their suggestions incorporated in the 
proposed legislation rather than be com- 
pelled to fight for concessions after this leg- 
islation is well under way 

It is 40 blaze the way toward a better un- 
derstanding on the part of the whole people

in different parts of the country and among 
different chasses of people. It will, In all 
probability, be a year before the monetary 
commission appointed by congress will be 
ready to presentitsreport. The people, how- 
ever, should not wait until that time to inform 
themselves as to the vast issues which are 
to be presented to them for decision. 

That these issues are vast, that the problem 
is complex, and that the solution may be en- 
tirely deficient unless wisdom and moderation 
and absence of partisanship are displayed, is 
almost self-evident. 

People May Be Hard to Convince. 


It is easy enough to talk about a central 
bank or about any of the other favorite 
schemes of the financial doctors, but it is 
not so easy to convince the people, first of 
the necessity of a reform, and, second, of the 
form and extent of the new system to be 
adopted. Thinking men, not only those who 
deal in finance in terms of millions, but those 
who count on a weekly wage delivered in an 
envelope on Saturday night, and those who 
find it possible to keep their heads above 
water only by strenuous personal exertion, 
all must be taught to see and to believe that 
their interests are identical, and that while 
it is always dangerous to interfere with the 
established currency and banking system of 
the country, it is perhaps even more dan- 
gerous to perpetuate a system which is ad- 
mittedly one of shreds and patches, which is 
a relic of the blood and passion of the civil 
war, and which has hampered the country 
and probably will hamper it as long as it ig 
maintained. 

If we are to have a central bank, it means 
the United States government is to go out 
of the business of issuing notes. This means 
also that the greenbacks, a familiar means 
of exchange among the people, must be re- 
tired, and their places taken by the promises 
to pay of the central bank. 


New Currency Must Be Understood. . 


Such a process can be accomplished suc- 
cessfully only if. the people, the men who do 
the retail trade, and the women who buy the 
spools of cofton and the barrels of flour, know 
that the new currency, when they receive it, 
will buy just as much as the old cuPrency, 
Unless they can understand this in advance, 
they will surely be suspigious of the proposed 
reform, and it can be accomplished, if at all, 
only by their codperatipn. It would be as 
impossible to force a currency upon the coun- 
try against its will as it, would be to restore 
human slavery. 

Moreover, if the government goes out of the 
business of issuing mere promises to pay, the 
vast labyrinth of theory and fact which 
surrounds the use of silver once more must 
be exploited. We now have in our currency 
system a silver dollar which is not what it 
pretends to be. Whether it be a metal dollar 

itself or a silver certificate, which now forms 
the great bulk of our retail currency, it does 
not possess the intrinsic value it should have. 


Silver Dollar Inflated in Value. 
Disregarding market quotations entirely for 
the time being, one may say roughly that a 
silver dollar when meited up contains only 
half its value of bullion silver. A golédollar 
when melted up is worth just as much as 
when it had the stamp of the government

The Civic Federation of Chicago came to 
new life yesterday and announced that in the 
future it intended to be “‘ up and doing "’ and 
to strive in every way possible to improve the 
conditions under which the city is laboring. 

A new president, H. M. Byllesby, was 
elected. 

‘The rebirth was admitted to be due to the 
recent editorial in TH® TRIBUN® calling upon 
the body to give an account of itself and tell 
how it was performing the misson it long ago 
set itself to do 

The announcement of policies for the future 
was made in the report of the organization 
at a meeting held in the Wo ‘s temple. 
While promising better returns the civic 
reform campaign, the federation laid the 
blame of past failures to “political tur- 
moils.” 

“It i@ true that for the last two years 
conditions have been otherwise unfavorable 
for securing civic improvements and con- 
structive legislation,’ states the report. 
** Political turmoils are always deadly to the 
objects of the reformer. It would seem that, 
aside from charter matters, the subjects with 
which the Civic federation committees have 
had most to do should not have been affected 
by political differences. But those who at- 
tended the legislature to advocate the pass- 
age of our bills found it otherwise.” 


Reforms Urged by Federation. 

Among some of the civic refOrms to be 
advocated by the federation are: 

A new charter for Chicago, Considerable. 
hope is expressed that a new measure will be / 
successful, 

A parole and adult probation act to correct 
the existing defects in the parole system of 
Illinois. Every effort will be made to put a bill 
of this character through the next, general 
assembly, 

A plan to abandon the survey of slum tene- 
ments in favor of the Sage foundation for social 
betterment. An investigation is to be made 
under the supervision of the School of Civics 
and, if nothing results, it will be the subject of 
future’ consideration. 

A campaign against illegal medical schools 
and “diploma mills.” - 

The two most important achievements of 
the federation during the last two years were 
given as: 

The creation of a special tax commission of 
seven to investigate the system of taxation now 
in vogue in the state. A bill advocated by the 
organization was enacted into a law, 

The official adoption of a forest park preserva- 
‘tien ples, A dill framed by the special parkas 
commission was enacted into a law by the last 
legislature, It provides for a scheme for simply 
preserving the forests strips about the city. 


Legislature and New Charter. 

Regarding the refusal of the legislature to 
accept the new charter, the report states: 

“ We believe this refusal to accept so ex- 
cellent a charter as has been twice proposed 
bas been inimical to the welfare of Chicago, 
all interests alike, and to have benefited no 
one.

Western Tribes Are Rallied. 

The third scene presented the village of 
the Iilinois, eighty-five years later, with 
Pontiac present to rally the western tribes 
to resist the cession of the land to the Eng- 
lish. ntiac sent forth swift messengers 
with his war belt to summon the warriors 
against the English. He predicted assistance 
of the French against the Britons. A war 
drum was beaten, the braves circled jn the 
war danoe, and a cask of brandy was 
broached. A murmur of the rising war song 
was heard as Neyon, the French command- 
ant, entered with troops. 

Pontiac proffered Neyon a belt of wampum 
and asked him to aid in the fight against the 
English, Neyon angered Pontiac by telling 
him the French king had ceded the land to 
the English and had forbidden French troops 
to fight against the English. Neyon handed 
back the belt to Pontiac, telling him their 
friendship was over. Pontiac delivered a 
ringing challenge to the English and the 
French alike, saying that seven and forty 
tribes would fight against them forever. 
Neyon and his men left the scene as the In- 
dians joined in a wild orgy. Pontiac tipped 
over the brandy cask. It was empty. The 
lights disappeered and the Indians, working 
in the gloom. removed their encampment. 

Kaskaskia and Fort Dearborn. 

Scene IV. presented the taking of Kaskas- 
kia in 1777 by Col. George Rogers Clark. A 
ball scene was shown with canopied booths, 
a fioral arch, end musicians. The spirit was 
one of decorus gayety. Clark and the French 
made a spirited scene, which ended with the 
French gayly acclaiming Clark gs a deliv- 
erer.

The scene opened with Capt. Heald and 
Ensign Ronan on the parade ground, the cap- 
tain replying to Trader Kinzie’s protest 
against leaving the fort. Biack Partridge, 
an Indian, appeared and delivered a medal 
to Capt. Heeld, saying hé would not wear a 
token of peace while compelled io act as an 

emy. 

"The officers looked off to the right where 
the Pottawatomies were expected. Capt. 
Wells “entered on horseback from the left at 
the head of a party of Miamis. Capt. Wells 

Capt. Heald to stay and defend the’ 
fort, but was silenced by the reply that there 
were ‘no provisions. Saying he had much 
of the Miami in him, Capt. Wells said he 
would follow their custom of blackening his 
face before death. The white men passed into 
the fort.

‘Phe Pottawatomies entered from the right, 
Blackbird leading. They. formed and waited.

Capt. Wells reappeared at the head of his 
Miamis, his face blackened with wet powder. 
The dead march was played and the garrison 
marched out, swinging around the stage and 
going off to the left. The regulage followed 
the Miamis, the militiamen came next, and 
after them the women and children. Trader 
Kinzie walked beside the wagonm At the 
rear were Ensign Ronan and the Miami chief, 
Blackbird’s men fell 
in beside the procession and Blackbird rode 
along the lines. The dead march continued 
to the end of the movement. ey 

As the last wagon was about to disappea 
a shot was heard and a shout in the distance. 
Capt. Wells rode back, shouting: 

** We are surnounded. Charge! ”’ 

Blackbird rode back along his lines, order- 
ing his men to lie flat and fire. The Miami 
chief rode over to him and spoke defiantly, 
but his words could not be heard above the 
noise of battle. The Miami rode off to the 
right, taking hie men with him. 

Ensign Ronan, who had drawn up his rear 
guard around a wagon, was wounded and fell, 
but continued fighting, leaning dgainst the 
wagon wheels. The women formed a close 
group behind the wagon. Black Partridge 
appeared in the midst of the group and killed 
an Indian who was about to strike a woman 
with a tomahawk.’ 


Heald Surrenders to Blackbird. 

Capt. Wells entered again from the right 
on foot. He went Straight at Blackbird, 
shouting and striking at him with his sword. 
The Indians tried to capture him, but he 
eluded them, coming down stage. He turned 
and aimed a pistol at Black Patridge, but 
was wounded himself and fell. The Indians 
leaped forward to seize him; he raised his 
head proudly and received another bullet 
which killed him. 

The regulars appeared, falling back from 
the attacking party and formed in a solid 
group around the wagon. Blackbird raised 
his hand and there was an interval of silence. 
Capt. Heald, from the group, raised a white 

tied to a musket, saying: 

* Blackbird, we surrender.*’ 

The lights were cut off from the stage and 
the group marched away, carrying the dead. 


Defeat of Stillman Shown. 

The time of the sixth scene was 1832. It 
represented Stillman’s defeat in the Black- 
hawk war. Miss Hazel Mackaye, playing the 
part of a ploneer girl, entered Capt. Still- 
man's camp on horseback and told of her 
father’s barn being burned. She wanted him 
to go after the Indians “ right away.” 

Three of Blackhawk’ s Indians entered with 
a peace flag. Capt. Stillman had them tied to 
a tree. Blackhawk himself entered in a 
towering rage, demanding his messengers. 


He was ridiculed by the rangers. Blackhawk 


left. raging. 

Afi attack by Blackhawz’s Indians foil- 
lowed, following which. the pioneer young 
woman, after a hairbreadth escape, was left 
behind the rout alone, looking for her horse. 
A young trooper providentially appeared and 
gave her his horse, chivalrously stating that 
he would find his way back to lis command 
on foot. The young woman rode out, fol- 
lowed by the trooper carrying a bunch of wild 
onions. Blackhawk’'s band came back and 
cleared the stage of camp equipment after 
she had gone. :

SISTER'S PLEA SAVES THIEF 


Invalid .Girl Touches the Heart 
of Judge Landis. 


LET OUT FOR A MONTH. 


Confessed Mail Robber Must Report to 
Court in December.

William P. Stanton, confessed mail rob- 
ber, was saved from a convict’s cell, tem- 
porarily at least, by the pleas of his devoted 
sister yesterday when he faced Judge K. M. 
Landis in the District court. Stanton was 
up @or sentence upon a plea of guilty, but 
the court was touched by the pathetic plead- 
ing of invalid Grace Stanton, and postponed 
judgment until Dec.-6. 

The man, who stole from the United States 
mails, is at liberty on his own recognizance 
in the meantime, and his sister and aged 
mother have hope that he will not have to 
serve a prison term. 

Miss Stanton stood pitifully beside © her 
mother, who must use crutches to get about, 
and begged for her brother’s freedom. 

**I won't send you to prison today.” said 
the court to Stanton, when the prisoner’s 
sister had finished. “Ili continye the case 
and wait until December before passing 
sentence,” 

Lets Prisoner Go with Sister. 

“Will they take him back to jail?” the 
sister asked anxiously. 

** No,” replied the judge. “He may 
without bail, but I want him to keep faith 
with me and show up here Dec. 6 sure.”’ 

‘Will is not, a bad man,’ the girl had 
pieaded, ‘“‘ no matter what he may have done. 
Our father died when we were young and 


“Will had to leave schoo! at 13 to support us. 


He has never had a real good chance, but he 
never complained. If he stole money from 
the mails he did it for us. We, his sister and 
mother, got the benefit from it. I hope you 
will let him off, judge, for this is his first 
offense, and I know he will never engege in 
such business again."’ 
Admits He Robbed Mails. 

With shame on his face Stanton admitted 
his guilt. He vowed he would never repeat 
the offense He w arrested Aug. 17. He 
‘had been employed\by the Chicago Postal 
Pneumatic Tube company and had access to 
the mai! that came to Station U in the Union 
depot. Extensive rifling of mails in Stan- 
ton's department for a long time puzzled 
Gen. James E. Stuart, postoffice inspector in 
charge. Inspector C. E. Llewellyn made an 
investigation and caused Stanton’s arrest.

FOR TAFT’S JOB 


Long Hairs, Demo-Pops, High 
Brows, and Maleontents’ 
Want Him President. 


LAUNCH BOOM ON OCT. 19. 


Labor Men Hear Effort Will Be 
Made to Name Him at Their 
Convention. 


“Have you heard the news?" asked one 
political gossip of another yesterday. 

“No,” he answered, ‘“ Billy Lorimer out 
for Walter Fisher for mayor?’ 

** Better than that. The story is going the 
rounds that Raymond Robins is to be a candi- 
date for président of the United States. He 
is to be the Moses that will lead a brand new 
party, to be composed of all the long hairs, 
short hairs, single taxers, suffragettes, high 
brows, malcontents, and everybody else who 
is ‘agin the government.’ 

There was a little more talk along the same 
line, and then a person who overheard the 
conversation. started out to ascertain how 
much truth there was in the wild and inter- 
esting report. 

The name of Raymcna Robins conjured up 
a lot of political memdries that have been 
in cold storage for nearly two years. Mr, 


Robins gained so much political prominence.) 


during Mayor Dunne’s administration that 
nearly everybody in town got to know his 
name was spelled with only one “ B,”’ which 
was fame in itself in a way. 

Known as Dunne Adviser. 

He was one of Mayor Dunne’s political 
advisers, a member of the board of education 
at a time when things were doing in that 
body, and hasn't been-forgotten yet for the 
reputation he gained as a demo-socialst, 
settlement worker, and an all round up- 
lifter. 

The new political party, which hasn't a 
name yet, and which is known among the 
select few who have been apprised of its 
character simply as the ‘‘ Opposition,”’ with 
a large ““O,” is to be launched, according to 
the best information obtained from united 
labor circles, at the national convention of 
the State Federation of Labor, beginning Oct. 
19, at Belleville, Il. 

The most earnest supporters of Mr. Robins, 
it is said, are numbered in the Women’s Trade 
Union league. Mrs. Raymond Robins is the 
international president of that organization, 
and, naturally enough, is campaigning in her 
husband's interests, so the story goes. The 
new party is to be organized along the lines 
of the national labor party in England. 
Many of the labor men of Chicago have 
known about the plan for some days, and 
have been quietly “joshing”’’ one another 
about K. 

Labor Men Oppose It. 

They don't take kindly at all to the idea of 
anew party. As one of them put it: 

“We have no time just now for fads. 
fancies, or freaks. We are too busy con- 
sidering wage questions, hours of labor, child 
labor conditions, employers’ liability law. 
and the movement would not be advisable in 
view of the turmoil which would undoubtedly 
follow the launching of any new politica! 
party, however honest its aims and broad its 
scope.” 

In explanation of the situation which leads 
Mr. Robins’ friends to believe it will be a 
psychological time to advance his political 
aspirations at the state convention of fed- 
erated labor, it is said there are to be three 
candidates for president of the state federa- 
tion. 

Some of the supporters of one or possibly 
two of the candidates have led Mr. Robins’ 
friends ta believe if he can throw the support 
of the dejegates from the Women’s Trade 
Union league to their candidate it will be an 
easy matter to introduce a resolution pro- 
viding for a new party, and recommending 
him as best qualified to serve as its standard 
bearer.

OWES BOARD BILL OF $400.

Miss Valentine Smith, former city archi- 
vist, filéd a voluntary petition in bankruptcy 
yesterday, and testified before Referee Wean 
that her financial embarrassment was caused

She filed the petition under her full name, 
Edna V. Smith. The proceedings have been 
halted until it is determined which articles 
in the city’s museum are her personal prop- 
erty. She fixed her assets at $50 and her lia- 
bilities at $460, the latter Including a board 
bill of $400, due Mrs. Margaret O’Brien, 2017 
Indiana avenue. It was this board bill which 
started the trouble, for soon after Attorney 
James H. Davis entered suit for Mrs. O’ Brien 
the bankruptcy preceedings were begun. 


Drew $2,500 Last Year. 

Miss Smith drew a salary of $2,500 from 
the city last year. She testified before Ref- 
eree Wean that she earned $1,505.35 during 
1908, but did not make clear whether this 
was additional earnings or if it might have 
been what remained after paying for bulld- 
ing up the city’s collection. 

Miss Smith said she had never been reim- 
bursed for these outlays, but could not tell 
the exact amount because she had kept no 
expense account. Once Referee Wean lost 
patience, and suggested assets were being 
concealed, when the young woman became 
indignant. 

‘“*‘I am not concealing anything,’’ she said. 
“I want to say I spent my money for the 
city. Besides I lost my summer clothing in 
moving back to town.” 


Got Courthouse Moved. 

Miss Smith gained publicity several years 
ago through her successful efforts to have 
the old court house at Kaskaskia, Il., over 
which had floated the flags of England, 
France, and the United States, as the state 
fell in turn under the domination of each, 
removed to Chicago. It is now on Wooded 
island in Jackson park. 

Following this she planned a city museum, 
and induced the council to establish one, 
making, her city archivist at a salary of 
$2,500, 

Then she fought for and gained a place 
in the old city hall where she could store 
the city’s relics and after much trouble 
found room for them when the temporary 
city hall was occupied. 


INDIANA MAN IS MURDERED; 
MICHIGAN POLICE BAFFLED. 


Body Found Beside Railroad Tracks 
Near Station in Benton Harbor— 
Companion Cannot Be Found.

Benton Harbor, Mich., Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 
T. A. Morgan, a resident of Lake county, 
Indiana, was found dead about 6:30 o'clock 
this morning a short distance north of the 
union station. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that Morgan was murdered by a com- 
panion, whose identity is unknown to the 
sheriff and police. 

From all appearances Morgan was shot on 
the Pére Marquette tracks and his body later 
was dragged from the right of way and 
placed in a half concealed position in a ditch 
along the grade. 

At 8:30 last night the officials in the union 
depot heard a shot fired in the locality where 
the body was found this morning. Shortly 
afterward a man was observed running down 
the tracks, but nothing was thought of the 
affair until the discovery of Morgan's body 
early today, and the authorities are now in 
search of Morgan's companion. 

Morgan did not have much money in his 
possession, as he worked from day to day to 
earn a livelihood, so the theory that he was 
murdered and robbed is not entertained hy 
the police. . They believe the men quarreled.

Trust Agreement. 


NO TERMS FOR BACKERS. 
Fail to Secure Belsans from Re- 


sponsibility; Legal Fight 
Expected. 


Formal notice to John R. Walsh and the 
guarantors of his. $7,121,887 note that the 
interest thereon is unpaid and past due, was 
prepared “yesterday by the trustee holding 
the pledge.. It will be published today, in 
accord with the collateral trust agreement 
under which the note and the securities given 
as collateral, were deposited with the asso- 


clated banks. 
This marks the beginning of the fermal 


unforseen contingency arises, will wind up 
the affairs of the Walsh banks. 

Officers of the dlearing house banks de- 
cided on this course after they had falied 
to come to an outside agreement with the 
six guarantors of the Walsh note. These 
men, directors of the old Chicago National 
bank, put up some $945,000 in securities as 
collateral in addition to those deposited by 
Mr. Walsh.

“The giving of the twenty days’ notice and 
the subsequent filing of a bill in equity or 
the bringing of a suit at law in accordance 
with the agreement does not therefore mean 
hostility to the guarantors, who are parties 
to the agreement, and whose lawyers were 
as much responsible as any one else for the 
drawing of it and for all its provisions and re- 
quirements. I know of no rights of the guar- 
antors which the clearing house committee 
has failed to appreciate or to recognize. 


Knows of No Rights Overlooked. 

“If there are any such and their attorneys 
will state them I will guarantee that the 
clearing house committee which has the mat- 
ter in charge will both recognize and appre- 
ciate them in a spirit not only of fairness, 
but of liberality. The agreement settied 
matters between the banks and the guaran- 
tors, and so far as I know there is nothing 
left for us to fight about.

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Miss Mary Macarthur Thinks 
Mrs. Belmont Misinformed. 


Favors Ballot for All Women; New 
York Meeting Uncertain. 


Miss Mary Macarthur declines to make any 
statement:of her faith on woman's suffrage 
for the benefit of Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont. 
The English woman said yesterday in. Chi- 
cago she would not wire the New York papers 
any deciaration, as Mrs. Belmont virtually 
asked for in a telegram in regard to a meet- 
ing at which Miss Macarthur had been in- 
vited to speak in the eastern city. 

Mrs. Belmont hae been arranging the meet- 
ing for a week from Sunday. Sheinvited Miss 
Macarthur to speak on why suffrage is needed 
by working women. Then Mrs. Belmont read 
in a New York newspaper that Miss Mac- 
arthur had warned working girls against 
suffragettes of this country and England. 

A telegram to Mrs. Raymond Robins at 
Chicago told Mrs. Belmont’s conclusions. 
This wire gave this brief statement: ** New 
York meeting canceled.’’ Mrs. Robins, in- 
stantly sensing the situation, wired Mrs. Bel- 
mont that the statements were incorrect as 
printed, whereupon Mrs. Belmont tele- 
graphed that she gathered that Miss Mac- 
arthur was opposed to suffrage, saying: 

Will reinstate meeting if explanatory statement 
is made by Miss Macarthur in the press. 

Doesn’t Intend to Reply. 

Miss Macarthur's reply is that she doesn’t 
think she will. 

“T am accustomed to being asked, witb 
enormous fees mentioned, to speak, and can- 
not keep all of my engagements, Mut no 
one ever has tried before to dictate to me 
what I shall say and what I shan't. [should 
think Mrs. Belmont would know that wher 
I am engaged to talk on why the working gir! 
needs the ballot I would not speak on why 
she should not have it—no matter what she 
reads anywhere. 

‘* As a matter of fact, I go further in my 
belief than the English suffragists, and be- 
lieve that every woman and every man 
should have one vote each. ‘Irhey, as you 
know, demand only a restricted suffrage.

Peary’s Men Explore New York. 
New. York, Oct, 7.—After months within 
‘the arctic circle the methberg of Command- 
er Peary’s polar. expedition spent today ex- 
ploring the vicinity of latitude 40 degrees 
and 45 minutes north and longitude 74 west. 
They made many discoveries in and about 
New York, for few of them had ever been 
sightseeing in a large city before. 

They found that it was not alone in the 
frigid north that the reindeer, the musk ox, 
the polar bear, and other arctic fauna might 
be seen. With but few exceptions they found 
them all in New York, housed in the same 
building with the boa constrictor and other 
tropical Ufe at the American Museum of 
Natural History.

SAYS MEN STOOD IT WELL. 


Quotes Reports of Observers from, Red 
* and Blue Forces, 


New York, Oct. 7.—The critics of the joint 
maneuvers of the regular army and the na- 
tional guard, who have been predicting that 
the Boston campaign of the last summer will 
be the last of such joint operations because 
the hardghip and suffering of the militia- 
men was all out of proportion to the lessons 
learned, were answered today by Maj. Gen. 
Leonard Wood, commanding the department 
of the east. Gen. Wood said: 

“The statement purporting to come from 
gome one connected with the war department 
at Washington, relating to the hardship and 
suffering of the men engaged in the maneu- 
vers in Massachusetts, hag no foundation in 
fact. The amount of sickness was extra- 
ordinarily small. 

“ The report of Gen. William A. Pew, com- 
manding the blue division, which has just 
reached me, says: 

“*The health of the men during the week, 
under unusually severe weather conditions, 
wae excellent. In the entire division there 
were fewer than 100 cases treated, and those 
were mostly minor injuries, sore feet and the , 
like.’ 


Red Army Also Kept Well. 

“The report of Maj. J. B. McCook, chief 
surgeon of the ,Connecticut brigade,of the 
Red army, which also has just reached me, 
Says in regard to the health of the men: 

“* There was almost no sickness and few 
accidents, and what we hed, as a rule, 
amounted to nothing.’ 

“Further than that,” Gen. Wood con- 
tinued, “I observed the excellent health of 
the men myself. The regular army officers 
bad many fears for the health of the militia- 
men at the opening of the campaign, and 
when the two days of cold rain set iff our 
fears increased. I considered the showing 
remarkable. 

“It is not true to say that the hardships 
were out of all proportion to the lessons 
learned. In the first place, there were no 
hardships. (No complaint. has .come from 
the men or officers. Thefe was possibly 5 
per cent of the: militiamen dissatiefied with 
the maneuvers, and this was the proportion 
which would prefer life in a camp. 


Lessons Were Invaluable. 

“On the other hand the lessons learned 
were invaluable. One of them is that we 
haven't enough regulars or militiamen.ready 
for mobilization to defend a city against such 
an attack as was made against Boston. The 
other is that. it builds up the gpirit of co- 
operation between the regular army and the 
national guard. 

“The total cost of the whole campaiga,

Dining’ Must Wait Because of 
Lack of Co-ordination of 
Departments.

Madison street between State and Market 
streets is to be torn up once more this fall. 

The lack of cotrdination between govern- 
mental bodies and departments, the chief 
criticism of Chicago made by Ald. Milton J. 
Foreman after his study of Buropean cities, 
Re Per yesterday by this announce- 

Three times this stretch of paving has been 
torn up and replaced in more bumpy and dis- 
ordered condition, by the Commonweelth- 
Edison company, by the People’s Gas Light 
and Coke company, and by the Chicago Rail- 
waye company. Now. the city water bureau 
is planning a third campaign of subterranean 
improvement that probably will end in. fur- 
ther surface destruction, impossible as that 
may seem to the passerby. 

The only ray of cheer for property owners 
ard users of the street is found in the chance 
that the superintendent of streets, Michael 
J. Doherty, may enforce the law in connec- 
tion with this fourth upheaval and compel 
the replacement of the pavement in good 
condition. 

No forma] protests have been made to the 
board of local improvements about the post- 
ponement until spring of laying the creosoted 
block pavement, but the fourth successive 
excavation of the street, which means that 
for at least two weeks it will continue al- 
n'ost cloged to traffic, is expected to kindle the 
indignation of property owners into action of 
scme sort, 


City Officials Can’t Explain. 

No city official or employé could give a sat- 
isfactory explanation why. four separate at- 
tacks were necessary in this case when, by 
adequate supervision the public service cor- 
porations and the city could have done all 
the work at the same time. ‘As the case now 
stands, the street ‘would not be ready for 
paving work until Nov. 1, even if the street 
rallways finished their special work promptly. 

While the contract for the paving has been. 
let, the street is not yet in the jurisdiction 
of the board of Iccal improvements. Until 
all the underground work is completed, it is 
in the province of Supt. Doherty, but the tm- 
provement board has been aroused because 
the street cannot be turned over to it at 
once. 

“It's another demonstration of the division 
of authority and responsifbility,’’ said Albert 
F’. Keeney, president of the board. “* It’s just 
the thing Ald. Foreman speaks of in connec- 
tion with European cities. I can see no rea- 
son why, if one man or one department had 
full charge in this case; this wark could 
not have been done’all at ance in half the 
time and with one-half the labor it now 
takes. 


Should Be Ready for Pavement. 

“Under such conditions the special work 
for the street railways would have been in 
place before the contract for the paving was 
let and immediately on the award, the con- 
tractor could have gone to work and the 
street would be reimproved in a fraction of 
the time it now will take and with only a 
small part of the inconvenience now encoun- 
tered. 

“Even after the electric, gas and water 
conduits are relaid, the pavement cannot be 
pnt down becquse the street railways have 
not put in their new crossings. . Under an 
ideal but not impracticable government 
these four operations would have been done 
at once just in advance of the paving con- 
tractor, the old granite block would not have 
been replaced in an inferior condition, but, 
as.soon as the excavations were refilled the 
cresoted block would have gone down.”

RUSSIA NEEDS THE MONEY. 


Natives in the Garrisons Could Vote 
$4,000,000 Fund. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. T.—According 
to a report which has reached here from 
Helsingfors, the governor general of Fin- 
land contemplates forming a senate from 
the Finns now in the Russian military serv- 
ice to replace the senators who last month 
notified him that they would not accept re- 
appointment to office because the Russian 
cabinet insisted that the Finn senate as- 
sign $4,000,000 as. Finland’s contfibution for 
Se of the empire. 

é Finns were willing to contribu 
$2,000,000 annually. This step is seeneses 
as the only way out of the present situation 
unless some compromise between the Fin- 
nigh leaders and the Russian cabinet can be 
arranged. - 


Finns Refuse to Hold Office. 

The constitution requires that the Finnish 
senate be composed of Fininsh subjects, but 
Finns of all parties flatly ‘refuse to accept 
office under the present conditions. 

The Finnish secretary of state, M. Lang- 
hoff, is at Yalta, endeavoring to find a solu- 
tion of the crisis in personal conferences with 
the emperor, and there is sdme hope of his 
success. The reception of M. Langhoff by the 
emperor is to a certain extent a: victory for 
the Finns, inasmuck as, according to the in- 
terpretation of Russé-Finnish relations 
adopted on the recommendation of Premier 
‘Stolypin, the Finnish secretary reports to 
the emperor only in the presence of the pre-

,Public Alarmed. at Crisis. 

Finnish public opinion is highly alarmed at

SUFFRAGETTES IN PURSUIT; 
WATCH ASQUITH AT CASTLE. 


Delegation Follows British Premier to 
Royal Castle and Guards Are Placed 
to’ Prevent Intrusion. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Oct. 7.—A delegation of suffra- 
gettes pursued Prime Minister Asquith to 
Balmoral, Scotland, where he was sum- 
moned by the king. .- 

They are staying in a neighboring village, 
and will not hesitate to invade the royal 
castlé to persecute Mr. Asquith if chance 
offers. The castle precincts are closely 
guarded by detectives and the king’s serv- 
ants. 

There was a big suffragette demonstration 
in Albert hall tonight to bid farewell to Mrs. 
Pankhurst on her departure for America and 
to protest against the compulsory feeding of 
the arrested women, who attempted to starve 
themselves at Birmingham. 

Donations were invited to complete a pro- 
pose# campaign fund of $250,000, which 
lacked $70,000. Within ten minutes $15,000 
was raised. A resolution was adopted warn- 
ing the government that continued repression

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KEEN 70 FIGHT OVER BUDGET 


|} King Edward Unsuccessful in At- 


tempts to Get Compromise. 


LIBERAIS STANDING PAT. 


Unionists ‘Urge Nothing Be Done to 
Prevent Appeal to People. 


LONDON, Oct. 7.—The king thus far hae 
been unsuccessful in arranging a compromise 
in the budget controversy. His majesty is’ 
still trying, howevér, to prevent a crisis, and 
today had another consultation with Premier 
Asquith, who prolonged hie visit at Balmoral 
castle. 

As time passes the difficulties In avolifing a 
conflict between the house of commons and 
the house of lords increases, the strong party 
men of both sides being eager for the fight. 
The Liberal members, who scattered to their 
constituencies when the débate on the finance 
bill adjourned, in their speeches contend that’ 
the concessions made since the bill was intro- 
duced should satisfy ite opponents, and ex- 
presse themscives as strongly opposed to any 
compromise, 


Unionists Want Appeal to People. | 

Qn the other hand, the Unionists, who have 
made all preparations for the election, are 
urging the leaders to. do nothing. that might 
prevent an immediate appeal to the people. 
They have seized upon Mr. Redmond’s state- 
ment that the last obstacle to home rule 
would have gone with the disappearance of 
the veto of the house of lords, and are de- 
claring that ‘‘a vote for the budget is a vote 
for homé rule.” 

In the meantime the house of lords is rad- 
ically amending the Irish land bill. Thelords 
threw out the clause providing for compul- 
sory purchase, thus raising another issue be- 
tween the two houses. The Nationalists‘al- 
ready have announced that they will ingist 
upon restoring these clauses when the bill 
returns to the house of commons. 


O’Connor Coming to Ameriaa. 

T. P. O'Connor, M. P., will sail soon for the 
United States at the request of John E. 
Redmond, the Irish leader, to explain the 
political situation here to the supporters of 
the Irish cause in America and to appeal 
for funds to carry on the struggle for home

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IRISH LAND BILL HIT HARD 
BY THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Compulsory Purchase Clause in Measure 
If Rejected by Vote of 114 to 26 in 
the Upper Branch of Parliament. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 7.—The house of lords by 
a vote of 114 to 26 has rejected the clause 
in the Irish land bill enabling the conipulsory 
purchase of land by the estate commissioners, 
A cablegram was sent here today by M. J. 
Ryan, national president of the Wnited Irish 
league of America, from John E. Redmond, 
chairman of the Irish parliamentary party, 
telling of the crisis pending in the house of 
lords over the Irish land bill. The message 
follows: 

“The great crisis in the Irish struggle has 
arisen. The house of lords is engaged in de- 
stroying the Irish land bill. This bill prom- 
ised to close the land war of centuries by 
completely restoring the land to the people 
and ‘so banishing misery and famine, espe- 
clally from the west of Ireland. 

“A general election Is Certain within the 
next few weeks, and in that election the veto 
power of the lords wil! be at stake, and with 
that power of veto lost will disappear the 
last obstacle to home rule. 

“In this fight Ireland will have arrayed

wealth, and privilege, and we once more ap- 
peal to our race.in America to help us in our 
fight against these powerful enemies.”’

Property Owners on Michigan 
Avenue North of Randolph 
Want Street Widened. 


| TALK HALF WAY SCHEME. 


Consent Petition Almost Com- 
pleted and Request for the 
Change Unanimous. 


Unanimous support of the proposed boule- 
vard improvement on Michigan aventie from 
Jackson boulevard to Randolph street on the 
part of property owners north of Randolph 
is practically assured as a result of a cam- 
paign made by the Michigan Avenue Im- 
provement association. 

The complications which arose tn the ques- 
tion of widening the street because of the 
proposal for a combined boulevard and traffic 
street made by Ald. Coughlin at the council 
meeting Monday night have been minimized 
by the attitude of the property owners who 
favor the original proposition. 

Even if forced to concede the demands of 
certain interests for a portion of the widened 
street for heavy traffic, the promoters of the 
boulevard extension will not be greatly dis- 
appointed. They hold it would be only a 
question of a short time until the traffic por- 
tion would be also turned into a boulevard 
because of the insistence of property owners 
on the traffic side of the street. 


Plan Doesn’t Alarm Packard. 

“Tam not at all frightened by the move- 
ment to divide the street, leaving the west 
side for heavy traffic,’’ said George Packard, 
president of the improvement association. 

“If the street is once widened to correspond 
with that portion south of Jackson boulevard 
it will be easy to change the traffic portion to 
a boulevard. If we should get that much done 
at the present time we would feel we had won 
@ substantial victory. 

“If the east side of the street were made 
a boulevard the property on that side would 
be more valuable than that on the west side, 
and there would be raised such a cry that 
the traffic portion would not stand as such. 

“ With a widened street that portion of the 
city would not remain a second rate whole- 
sale district, but a different class of buildings 
would be promptly erected and property 
values would be moved up a rapid rate. 
It would be an ideal locatfon for certain 
classes of retail trade and for theaters.” 

Russell B. Hill, secretary of the improve- 
ment association, has nearly completed the 
canvass of property owners north of Ran- 
dolph street, who had been reported to be 
opposed to the extension of the boulevard 
that far north at the present time. 


Canvass Nearly Completed. 

“ The petition will be as near unanimous as 
it is possibie to obtain,’’ he said. ‘‘ A few of 
the property owners are nonresident or are in 
BDurope. There is no one who can sign the 
petition for the INinois Central railroad. 
With the exception of these the property 
owners will be unanimous on the petition. 

** I should hate to see the boulevard scheme 
suffer from a compromise proposition divid- 
ing the street into two parts. It'would mean 
only a delay in the final boulevarding of the 
whole, for the property: owners are‘ not in 
favor of a traffic street.”

He re 
sided with his family at 7025 Normal ave- 
nue. It was testified that he showed suicida} 
tendencies and recently began writing checks 
for fabulous sums under the impression that 
he was a millionaire. — 

Mrs. Stella Fish, his wife, testified that he 
was first seized with melancholia a year ago 
but under the rest cure recovered sufficiently 
to resume his business in June. Recentiyn 
Mrs. Fish testified, he threatened to take his 
life, and expressed the ‘ desire to kill the 
whole family.”" Later, she testified, Fish 
“began saying he was making $5,000 a 
month, and wrote numerous postal cards and 
checks to acquaintances.”’ 


Whistles as Wife Testifies. 


Fish whistled all the while his wife was 
telling Judge Williams the story, and when 
she concluded, Assistant County Attorney 
Behan asked him: 

“Did you hear the testimony of Mrs. 
Fish?’ 

**Some of it, but I missed a little. Sure 
I wrote checks to my friends,’’ he continued. 
‘““ Why shouldn’t I? My business is bakerg 
supplies. Have been in it three years. The 
plant is worth $1,500, and the capital stock 
ie $2,500. We are coining money. Sure, I 
threatened to commit suicide, but remember 
that I had the blues for five years.” 

“Don’t you think you had better go to a 
hospital?’ asked Mr. Behan. 

“I should say not,” replied Fish. “I've 
gottowork. I am losing $100 a day here.” 

Fish evidently realized what was about to 
happen, for he fought desperately asa couple 
of attendants pinioned his arms and led him 
away.

Mere Disputé with the Stockholders of 
Acorn Brass Company. ?

| DUDLEY BUCK. 

Dudley Buck, one of the most eminent 
of American composers and organists, has 
passed away after a long life of useful 
and successful service in the cause of 
music in this country. He enjoyed not 
only local and national but international 
reputation, for his compositions of the 
higher class are better known in Ger- 
many than they afe in this country. His 
earliest work was in the service of Amor- 
iean church music, which he greatly en- 
riched with his hymns and anthems, as 
wel] as by his intimate knowledge of the 
scope and constryction of the organ. As 
a concert organist he raised the standard 
of organ playing. As a composer he has 
written in nearly all forms, but mainly 
for the voice, the resources and possibiti- 
ties of which he accurately knew. In 
this direction, also, he has contributed 
much of lasting value to the literature of 
music. -° , 

His larger works, cantatas and orato- 
rios,| have not received the favor they de- 
serve in this country, but they have been 
cordially weleomed abroad. He was al- 
ways original in idea, earnest in purpose, 
‘and felicitous in expression, and will be 
classed as one of the most eminent of 
Ametican composers. 


| JUDICIAL ROTATION. 

The committee on judicial administra- 
tion of the Illinois Bar-association reports

Do the judges consider this criticism 
unfair?

They may plead 
that rotation is forced on them as far as 
the Criminal court is concerned by the 
constitutional! provision that its business 
shall be attended to by them as nearly 
as possible in alternation. But no such 
provision hampers them as to equity and 
common law business. Nothing stands 
in the way of a judge devoting at least 
five years of his first term and as many 
more of his second, if lucky enough to 
get it, exclusively to one or the other kind 
of work. And why could not some of the 
judges, inspired by zeal for .the public 
good, agree to sit continuously in the 
Criminal court. The other judges would 
be glad to waive their right to sit there. 


HAZING AT ILLINOIS. 

The hazer is having a hard time down 
at Champaign. The authorities of the 
university. ar to be commended for their 
firm stand against an ancient college prac- 
tice. There will be no sympathy for 
those students who have been expelled 
this early in the semester for taking part 
ir the hazing of their fellows. In an in- 
stitution planned for the education of the 
youth of a state without any distinction 
of sex and with no other social back- 
ground than that of a broad democracy 
there is absolutely no place for hazing in 
any of its forms. 

Drastic punishment by the officials is 
effective with fear as its dominant factor. 
The would-be hazer refrains ‘from mis- 
treating newcomers lest he himself be ex- 
pelled from. college. Where rules are 
rigidly enforced and penalties, once im- 
posed, are not altered after humble plea 
for pardon, hazing practices soon cease 
to appeal to the students, who seek other 
outlets for the excess of animal spirits. 
It does not requiré many examples ‘to 
prove tHe determination of the authori- 
ties, and the decision at “Illinois” to 
expel every one who takes any part in the 
haz‘ng of another student is quite likely 
to prove effective.

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HEREAS formerly every lord bish- 
op in England had his carriage and 
pair, today each one of the eccle- 
siastical members of the upper 
r house of parliament has his motor 
car. Thus far there is no record of any of 
these right reverend prelates being arrested 
for violation of the speed laws, a fate which 
overtook some time ago the devil wagon of 
the Protestant Episcopal bishop of New 
York. But the lord bishop of Liverpool just 
has had the misfortune of running down and 
killing a boy with his automobile in the streets 
of the great city of which he is the diocesan. 

Questions undoubtedly will arise in connec- 
tion with this fatality as to whether it im- 
pairs in any degree the episcopal powers of 
the bishop. For on the last occasion on rec- 
ord when a prelate had the misfortune to 
kill a man several] of the subsequently ap- 
pointed bishops declined to accept consecra- 
tion at his hands, on the ground that by 
canon law homicide by a prelate made him 
irregular and incapable of exercising eccle- 
siastical jurisdiction. 

The case in question was that of the pri- 
+mate of all England—namely: George Ab- 
bot, archbishop of Canterbury. The arch- 
bishop in 1621, while shooting at Bramshill, 
the ancestral home of Sir Anthony Cope, had 
the misfortune to kill with his crossbow 4 
gamekeeper named Hawkins while aiming 
at a buck. The man had been warned to 
keep out of the way, and the coroner's jury 
returned a verdict completely clearing the 
primate of all blame, the verdict being one of 
per infortunium sua proprise culpe.” 

To laymen it would appear that that should 
have ended the matter. But not so in le- 
siastical eyes, and when later on Dr. Jo 
Williams was appointed to be bishop of Lin- 
coln he refused to accept consecration at the 
primate’s hands, declaring that under the 
circumstances it would constitute a sacri- 
lege. Before the end of the year two other 
bishops’ were appointed, and they took the 
same view as the bishop-elect of Lincoln. 
King James L., in the face of this difficulty, 
appointed a royal commission to inquire into 
the legality of the objection of the three 
bishops, and the commission went to the 
trouble of inviting the opinion of the Sor- 
bonne at Paris and of all the principal uni- 
versities of the continent of Europe. 


~~ 

The Sorbonne and many of the equally 
ancient and important seats of learning sus- 
tained the attitude of the three bishops-elect, 
and declared that by all historic and eccle- 
siastical precedent the archbishop of Can- 
terbury undoubtedly had by his act of homi- 
cide, by canon law, become incapable of ex- 
ercising any longer his archiepiscopal func- 
tions and had forfeited his canonical pre- 
rogatives. On the other hand, Oxford and 
the leading universities of Great Britain took 
the ground that there was no irregularity, 
and it was expressly intimated that hunting 
or shooting was not in itself a recreation in- 
consistent with the episcopate. 

The king, confronted by these differences 
of opinion and by the inability of his royal 
commission to come to any agreement about 
the matter, availed himself of his position 
as supreme head of the Church of England

If every hazer is expelled the mo- 
ment his guilt is proved the obnoxious 
practice will come into disfavor at the 
state university.

king to this infamous woman. In his youth 
the archbishop had been an itinerant fiddler, 
|} and is known to have put in a number of 
years at buccaneering in the Spanish main 
under the command ef a celebrated pirate 
chieftain, known as Redmond of the hed 
Hand, whose ship was the Black Broom. 
Man acts of piracy, rapine, and massacre 
justly were attributed to the pirates of the 
Black Broom. The archbishop escaped the 
fate of his fellow-buccaneers by turning 
state’s evidence against them, and in course 
of time entered the church, assuming the 
name of Blackburne—I suppose in memory or 
his old ship the Black Broom—his original 
patronymic having been Muggins. In this 
instance, like that of Prince Fuerstenberg, 
the human blood which he had shed had been 
prior to his entering holy orders. 

I may add that a statue of Archbishop 
Blackburne of York used to figure on the 
apex of York minster’s great south gabie, 
immediately above the magnificent marigold 
window. It was removed by the chapter in 
comparatively recent times, replaced vy a 
stone cross, and now is hidden away in tne 
Norman crypt of the cathedral, where it ¢s 
shown only on request. The statue repre- 
sented the primate in the act of playing a 
fiddie, thus commemorating his early days, 
and the city children of York used to insist 
that the archbishop played a jig on his 
ancient instrument whenever the clock 
struck 12.

Lord Hindlip has just furnished a striking 
illustration of what I have so often asserted 
in these letters—namely: that the revenues 
now derived from land in Kngland are aito- 
gether infinitesimal, and that the projectea 
increase of taxes to which they are to be sub- 
jected is under the circumstances oppres- 
sive. Lord Hindlip’s estate of Hindlip com- 
prises some 4,000 acres in the best part ofr 
Worcestershire.

| was derived from the property, and went 
carefully through, the book@ of the estate, 
they were forced to admit that after pay- 
ment of the indispensable charges incumbent 
upon the owner of an estate, in the way of 
repairs to the houses of tenants, the main- 
tenance of roads, drainage, etc., etc., there 
remained a balance of revenue over expendi- 
ture of less than $1,500. Fortunately Lora 
Hindlip has other means than those derived 
from, tae ownership of his Hindlip hall es- 
tate. For he is the head of the great brew- 
ing concern of Allsopp, at Burton-on-Trent. 
Although still quite a young man, being bare- 
ly 80, he already has achieved considerable 
note as an Asiatic and African hunter and 
explorer. Much of what we know of the 
Somali regions of the Dark Continent, of the 
remote portions of Abyssinia, and of the 
White Nile country, is due to Lord Hindlip 
and to his American companion in most of 
these expeditions, the son of William Frits 
Hugh Whitehouse of Newport and New 
York.

Electrification of Industries. 

Chicago, Oct. 7.—[ Editor of the Tribuné. } 
~The Railway and Engineering Review, 
speaking of the Snow ordinance for the elec- 
trification of the railways in Chicago, says: 

“The ordinance professedly is introduced 
not as a club to the railroads, but with the 
determination of forcing the smoke nuisance 
to the issue once for all. But the railroads 
do not make all the smoke of the city—not 
more than one-tenth of it is the competent 
estimate. To electrify all industrial power of 
the city, by the way, would cost only a 
fraction and work only a small portion of the 
hardship involved in the wholesale rai,way 
electrification.’’ 

Let us grant the contention. It is not at 
all chimerical. Consider the loss caused by 
distribution of coal from the mine to the fur- 
nace, estimated as high as 50 per cent, not ta 
mention the loss by smoke, and the waste of 
ash disposal, furnace space, etc., the danger 
of the thousands of power plants scattered 
all over the city, and the many nuisances 
caused by the transportation of coal and 
cinders, by the smoke and gases of the fur- 
naces, and the fire risk in every shop and 
factory. The city of Chicago has not only the 
power of the drainage canal, but it has the 
immense coal deposits within practical reach, 
where power plants could be established. 
burning the run of mine without waste, and 
transforming the energy so that it could be 
transmitted to the city for all purposes of 
heat, light and power probably with greater 
economy than the already antiquated system 
of transporting the coal. You may say that 
this is quite as feasible as that man will fly, 
and I think so myself.

Fifty-four th Installment of a Diary of a 
47,000 Mile Journey.

'* Sunday.—During the night the calm had 
continued, and we euffered, in spite of fans 
and big portholes, but the character of the 
heat was nothing compared to an Indian 
ocean calm. When I put my nose out of the 
ole at 6 this morning the sun was rising 

in a clear blue sky fn the east and well up in 
the west the big moon was preparing to de- 
gcend behind a long, dark, broken, irregular 
ghore line; and this is the land of the Philip- 
pines. To the north of the land line rose the 
graceful cone, perfect and symmetrical, of a 
yoilcano, and almost straight ahead was an- 
other volcano rising many thousand feet 
io height, but with stepped sides. 
Hurrying on deck I found a similar irregu- 
Jar shore line to the south, but without vol- 
eanoes. This is Samar, the north land being 
Luzon, and our course lay between these 
jslands. Soon a Httle islet is discerned. On 
this loomed a lofty lighthouse, substantial 
end white. Now, lighthouses are not common 
in the South sea, and this one looked good. 
It looked like home, and safety, and strength, 
and power. In spite of the calm sea the surf 
broke heavily on the shore. Our course Was 
to the south of the lighthouse. We now 
changed Our course to the southwest and 
headed for the straits of San Bernardine. 
The day. was perfect, and the coolest for a 
long time, only a few filmy clouds |here and 
there, and a bluesky. Far up the coast could 
be seen the smoke of a steamer.- This also 
looked good, for I had long been in untenant- 
ed seas. As we approached the atrait the 
big volcano of irregular shape unfolfed itself 
and appeared as two distinct cones, one ris- 
ing much higher than the other. From the 
lower puffs of smoke were rapidly swept 
away at regular intervals to the north. 


Current in Channel Strong. 

The lighthouse was now far behind, and by 

8 we were in the channe! of the (strait, & 
lighthouse on each side marking the way. 
The current in the channel was strong and 
the ship quivered from time to time as it 
strained against the current. 
The big volcanoes were now beautiful, 
deeply wooded far up, then no forest, and 
their tops obscured by clouds. On through 
the few miles wide strait into a great open 
gea, past| the wreck of a 6,000 ton ship, high 
en areef. Landon every side and 4 calm in- 
Jand sea. 
And so it was_all day long, always land— 
pow near, now far, but in many directions. 
For much of the day the irregular shore of 
Luzon was in sight, now high, now low, 
often wooded, often an open park-like coun- 
try; islands big, islets little—all part of our 
oriental toy, concerning which every variety 
of opinion prevails. 
The sun went down beyond the mountains 
of Mindoro, with a sea and a sky of gold in 
the foreground. The night is perfect, ine re- 
fiections of stars and the phosphorus ught- 
ing up the sea in long lines of blue jight and 
bright electric sparks. And then the waning 
moon me out of the eastern clouds and 
paled the starry reflections to steep and 
quenched the ardor of the phosphorescent 
spark machine, but fits own reflection on the 
gently dancing water was incomparabdly 
beautiful. And thus ended my first day in 
‘the Philippine islands, our ship turning to 
the north and passing between Mindoro and 
‘Luzon during the night, its path being clearly 
marked by the flashing lights of the light- 
houses. 


First View of Manila.

The public ‘sale of seats for today’s and 
Sunday’s games at the Cub park attracted 
long) lines of purchasers yesterday afternoon 
and nearly exhausted the supply, although 
nearly 15,000 reserved seats were disposed of 
in that way or by mailinadvance. There are 
a few reserved seats left for both today's and 
Sunday’s games, and these will be on sale 
at the park today. _For tomorrow’s south 
side|game there is not expected to be any 
public gale, the number of box seats at Comis- 
key’$ park being less by half than on the 
west side. It was announced last night that 
the soon requests and those from patrons 
who have their regular boxes for the year at 
the Sox grounds, would exhaust tomorrow's 
visible supply in afl probability. There are 
plenty of seats for Monday's game, and they 
will be on sale tomorrow at the south side lot. 

Secretary Barnard of the Cleveland club, 
representing the national commission, 
worked with President Murphy’s office staff, 
augmented for the occasion, until 8. o'clock 
yesterday morning before they caught up 
withithe stack of letters containing certified 
checks and demanding seats for today’s or 
Sunday's game. At 8 a’ m. the same force 
was back at work, heavy eyed for lack of 
sleep, and ore noon it had cleared up the 
mail received in the morning delivery. Then 
Messrs. Barnard and Williams moved the 
rest of the reserved tickets over to Spald- 
ing’s| where the public sale wag opened in 
the afternoon. 

Detectives Watch for Scalpers. 

A line of 100 persons was waiting when the 
men iarrived, and continued to extend that 
far until the store was closed, despite the 
best iefforts to dispose of the pasteboards 
with expedition. A half dozen of the city's 
detectives were on hand, both inside and out- 
side the place of sale, watching for scalpers 
er their agents, and thé work of obtaining 
tickets to be sold in advance was made more 
difficult by the fact that only two seats were 
sold to any one person.

Man to Man, West Siders Have 
Advantage of Opponents. 


TEAM WORK MAY TELL TALE. 


Brains Will Be Big Factor in Deciding 
City Championship, 


The possession of the title, ‘“* Champione of 
Chicago, 1900,” will be decided largely by 
the pitchers, in all probability. That was 
the case in. 1906 and both Cube and Sox have 
relied on their hurling more thanany other 
department in the seasons which have inter- 
vened. 

Man to"man the Sox are at a decided dis- 
advantage on past performances, when com- 
pared to the three times champions whom 
they are to tackle this afternoon. ney were 
at the same disadvantage in 1006 when they 
astonished every one excépt themseives, by 
trimming the west side team decisively. Con- 
sequently there is nothing in the line of ad- 
vance dope that can be relied upon with cer- 
tainty to give the supporters of eifher team 
occasion for hope or despair. 

Baseball games are won by team work 
rather than individua! ability, barring tne 
case of exceptional prowess in a pitcher, 
an@ there is always the element’ of luck. to 
be figured in the equation. Nor can that 
element be foreseen, or controlled by any 
one. It is especially a leading factor in a 
short, sharp series such as those fashion- 
able at present. 


Cubs Outshine the Sox. 


Forgetting all that team work and luck 
mean in deciding ball games, however, there 
are only a few spots in the makeup where 
Chance’s men do not exhibit greater or at 
least equal strength when compared with 
their south side rivals. In management 
Frank Chance has an advantage over Billy 
Sullivan in that he has been solving the 
problems a manager faces every minute of a 
game and every hour of the day for three 
and a half years, while Sullivan has had one 
year of experience. Chance has been through 
three world’s series to Sullivan's one. 
|. Eight pitchers probably will bear the brunt 
of the slab work if not all of it. Waleh and 
his spit ball may be compared to Brown and 
his fade away supplemented by one of the 
wisest headsonthesilab. If the south sider’s 
arm and spitter are working at their best he 
will be able to repeat his performance of 
winning two games from the Cubs. If not 
he has nothing in reserve with which to re- 
place them and will be beaten. Brown is 
more resourceful than Walsh, with perfect 
control and the ability to work the batsman’s 
weakest spote once they are ascertained. 
Brown has been favoring @ wrenched ankle, 
but that element of uncerteinty is not as 
great a» that surrounding Walsh's condition. 
which has not been in 1909 equa}-to that 
shown in 1908 when he undoubtedly was the 
premier pitching phenom of the major 
leagues. With Walsh at his best working 
against Brown it would bea batle royal, with 
the odds against the miner. 


Comparison of Pitchers, 


Smith and Reulbach are evenly matched, 
both unbeatable when feeling their best, and 
both erratic at times. Smith has been out of the 
game for some weeks and Reulbach has been pi‘ h- 
ing in good form right up to the conclusion of the 
season. Smith, however, has led the Sox pitchers 
in the season’s work. and if he has not lost furm ‘it 
should be an even break between them. — 

Overall and Scott naturally pair together. I-ay- 
ing the two left handers to be compares3, Overall 
has it on Scott in every way, but particularly 
in experience and in control. With Overa!l's sharp 
break curve working, there is nothing that. can 
touch it effectively. and it is even more dead'y 
than Scott's spitball, of which he has had tnu-trer- 
ent control this year. Overall will help hig game 
by his batting. 

White and Pfiester, although they may nor he 
actual opponents tn the same game on the sia}. 
naturally challenge comparison because of their 
similar working machines.

SCALPERS ARE FIGHTING SHY. 


Not in Such Hurry to Purchase Paste- 
boards for Sox-Cubs Series as 
Previously. 


Local ticket scalpers, regulars and profes- 
sionals, many of whom suffered financial re- 
verses in the get rich quick speculation Incident to 
the world’s series last year, apparently are going 
slow on the pasteboard possibilities of the Soz-Cub 
series. 

Inquiries last night at the Palmer house, Bre- 
voort, Morrison, Saratoga, and other hotel stands 
in the loop district failed to reveal any tickets on 
sale. but several of the clerks in charge stated they 
hoped to be fn a position today to accommodate the 
public in limited quantities. 

The speculators found that the extraordinary 
precautions taken by the national commission 
made it a difficult matter to obtain tickets. while 
the threat of the commission to take/up any !rregu- 
lar ones evidently impressed some of the scalpers 
with. the belief that thé pubiic would not be fn a 
hurry to purchase except through the regular chan- 


new.

QUIZ TUTHILL: SAYS "TIS TRUE 


Detroit Trainer Declares Yankees 
Stole Opponents’ Signals. 


NAMES. OPERATOR IN CAGE. 


If Jennings Substantiates Chai ges, 
Stallings May Be Ousted. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 7+—[Special. ]—Harry 
Tuthill, trainer of the Detroit American 
league champions, tonight admitted that the 
story of his discovery of the sign tipping 
system at the Highlanders’ park in New York 
was true. 

Tuthill produced a telegram from President 
Johnson in which that official demanded that 
he at once tell the whole truth about the 
matter, under pain of suspension. Tuthill at 
once wrote the facts to the league's exec- 
utive. In the letter addressed by the Tiger 
trainer to Johnson the former set forth that 
Manager Jennings had been informed in 
Washington of the New York club's alleged 
practices. 

When the Tigers got to the Highlanders’ 
park Manager Jennings sent Bill Donovan 
out around the outfield fences to see if he could 
find out anything. Bill returned to the bench, and 
said he could see nothing wrong. Then Jennings 
dispatched Tuthill. The latter went outside of the 
fence instead of inside. 


Tuthill Finds Fence Opening. 


Tuthill then noticed that the cross bar in letter 
“HH” on the Young’s hat sign in right center fleld 
was changing color. Investigating farther, he as- 
certained that this cross bar was movable, and 
was operated from outside the park. The cage in 
which the operator sat was fenced in with barbed 
wire, but Tuthill found an opening and crept 
through. The operator, seeing him coming, dropped 
his paraphernalia and bolted. 

Tuthill then broke the lever with which the 
cross bar had been operated, confiscated the fleld 
giasses which he found near the cage, and turned 
everything over to Jennings. The Detroit man- 
ager in turn handed the operating utensils to offi- 
cials of the New York club. 

Both Tuthill and Jennings were unwilling to 
make public their discoveries. They figured that 
they had not been hurt by the contrivance, and 
made up their minds they didn’t want to get any 
one into trouble. Johnson's telegram to Tuthill 
forced the latter to divulge what he had found out. 


Stallings May Be Ousted.. 


The matter was discussed at length around base- 
ball headquarters here tonight. President John- 
son was unwilling to say what would be ‘done in 
the case, but it is thought Manager Stallings will 
be ousted if Jennings substantiates the statements 
of his trainer. 

It ‘is said the man who was operating the signs 
was Genie McCann, formerly pitcher on the Brook- 
lyn club, and this year with Jersey City until the 
Highlanders hired him as scout. It is claimed he 
drew $75 a week for the work he did at New York.

Wheat Reacts as Result of the 
Pressure from Realizing. 


ARGENTINE NEWS BULLISH. 


Coarse Grains Are Easy; Provisions 
Show Change of Sentiment. 


Profit taking was on a big scale in wheat 
yesterday and prices, which scored:a sharp 
advance early, sagged off near the close, 
and resting quotations were %@«c lower. 
The market was choppy and nervous 
throughout the day, and price changes were 
rapid within a range of about ic. Buying 
by Barrell, Armour, Bartlett-Patten and 
local bulls sustained values in the face of 
the heavy realizing early, but the selling 
later was too heavy to be resisted. Wagner, 
Bartlett-Patten, Harris-Winthrop, Champ- 
lin, Updike, and Peavey were all sellers on 
the advance and the aggregate sales were 
enormous. While the pit trade was fairly 
broad, there was not any increase in the 
volume of outside business. : 


Foreign Advice Helps Holders. 
Early foreign advicés were moderately 
bullish, Argentine reports being disquieting 
and Liverpool prices were higher. Later 
there was a slump in the English market 
as the result of an increase in the Bank of 
England rate, and the close was unchanged 
to %d up. Continental markets were gen- 
erally firm in tone and Berlin and Budapest 
reported a scarcity of available supplies. 
Argentine news was to the effect that lo- 
ecusts were creating more than the usual! 
concern on account of the lateness of the crop. 
Argentine shipments for the weele were esti- 


| 


mated at only 80,000 bu. The high prices 
early in the year caused unusually heavy 
marketings with the result that wheat from 
the South American country is now scarce. 


Barrell Buys Heavy Line. 
Buying of about 1,500,000 bu wheat ‘by 
Barrell caused local traders to tail on this 
buying early, creating a tight situation tem- 
porarily and forcing some of the local 
shorts to cover. The continued big demand 
for flour in the northwest has increased 
bullish enthusiam to a degree, and with 
Minneapolis stocks increasing only a small 
amount for the week against a gain of up- 
wards of 2,000,000 bu a year ago, any basis 
for bear pressure was hard to see so long 
as shorts are compelled to sell at such tre- 
mendots discounts under cash prices. Sen- 
timent still leans to the bull side and most 
of the big local professionals are playing. 
the buying side on the breaks. The floating 
supply of wheat appears to be small and 
a little buying suffices to lift the market. 


New Crop Outlook Splendid. 
Reports on the state of the winter wheat 
crop were bearish. The Price Current said 
that an increased acreage would be sown 
under fine conditions, and rains predicted 
in the southwest will relieve the drought in 
that section. Primary receipts were large 
at 2,041,00 bu. compared to 1,612,000 bu a 
year ago. Northwest points had 1,002 cars 
a 1,053 cars a year ago. Local re- 
ctipts were 18 cars with 28 cars estimated 
yesterday. The cash demand was fair, with 
sales of 50,000 bu, and 96,000 bu were re- 
ported taken for export at the seaboard. 
Minneapolis millers were said to be heavy 
buyers of wheat in’ that market, and ex- 
porters were buyers at Winnipeg. Clear- 
ances for the day were 468,000 bu wheat 
and flour. 


Heavy Tone in Corn Mart. 

Corn was under pressure most of the day, 
borrowing a little strength at times from 
wheat, but finally weakening and closing 
with losses of 4@%4c. The cash demand was 
slow and while country offerings were not 
large t¥ere was a heavy tone to the sample 
market, which was quoted unchanged to 
ec off. The export demand was slow. Ar- 
gentine shipments were estimated at 2,400,000 
bu against 1,548,000 bu a year ago. The 
Roumanian crop is officially estimated at 
67,440,000 bu, compared to 76,447,000 bu a 
year ago. Bartlett-Patten were the lead- 
ing sellers. Cash houses were moderate 
buyers. Unsettled weather is predicted, and 
this caused a little uneasiness on the part 
of theshorts. Primary receipts were 531,000 
u, against 310,000 bu a year ago. Local 
arrivals were 240 cars with 246 cars inspected 
yesterday. Cash sales were 160,600 bu, of 
which 50,000 was for export. 


Oats Receipts Are Light. 
Receipts of oats continue light, and while 
stocks are large there seems to be only 
moderate pressure of sales from the country. 
The speculative market was quiet, but al- 
though final prices were %@c lower, the 
market shows a stubborn tone on any de- 
cline. Crighton, Peavey, Marfield and Wells 
sold December, buying May in exchange 
for part of their sales.

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A report from the representative of Clement- 
Curtis at the grain dealers’ convention at Indianap- 
olis said that the attendance was large from near- 
by states. In regard to corn, most of the dealers 
are expecting lower prices for corn. Farmers are 
at present unwilling to contract their grain at 
going prices. Every one seems to be confident 
that marketings wil! be heavy when corn is ready 
for shipment. A large crop has been raised in 
Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio. Feeding requirements 
are smaller than for some years. Buffalo buyers 
are sald to be looking for corn, but unwilling to 
pay present prices. Oats holding by farmers is 
said to be due to crop being under grade and on 
account of the southern demand. A good many 
dealers report selling seed wheat to farmers for an 
increased acreage. In Indiana, Ohio. and Lllinols 
it is estimated the area will be increased 10 per 
cent. é' 

The October government report will be issued 
today atl p.m. It will give the condition of corn, 
the total yield of spring and winter wheat, total 
oats crop total barley crop, and the quality of 
wheat, oats. and barley. The condition of corn will 
compare with 74.6 a month ago and 77.8 a year 
ago. The indicated. yleld of corn a month ago was 
2,€05,000,000 bu, and the final a year ago was 
2,009,000.000 bu. Ideal weather conditions for ma- 
turing the crop have prevailed the last month and 
it is possible there will be a higher condition. The 
oats promise a month ago was 979.000.0000 bu and 
not much change is looked for. No material change 
ig expected in spring wheat, which a month ago 
gave a promise of 282,000,000 bu. A year ago the 
total crop was 664,000,000 bu. This year the Sep- 
tember figures indicated a total yleld of 725,000,000 
bu. 

An excellent milling demand again was in evi- 
dence yesterday, and prices for cash wheat were 
relatively firm. The demand for winter wheats 
keeps at least even with the offerings, and there 
has been no tendency to shade premiums to any 
great extent. Reported more liberal offerings 
from Nebraska have not materialized, and Kansas 
City mills are encroaching on Chicago territory 
in buying red winter wheat im Illinois. Kansas 
City No, 2 red was $1.24 a No. 3 red $1.23. 
Hard wheats were steady in good demand. 
St. Louis wheat was firm. Minneapolis No. 1 
northern was quoted 2@2%c over the December, 
and No. 1 northern at Duluth about the same 
premium. Milis were good buyers. At Wirinipeg 
mills and exporters were both buyers of wheat. 


The transportation department calls attention 
to the ruling of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, which says, in part: ‘* A milling, storage, or 
cleaning in transit privilege cannot be justified on 
any theory except that the identical commodity cr 
its exact equivalent, or its product, is finally for- 
warded from the transit point under the applica- 
tion of the through rate from original point of 
shipment. It is. therefore, not permissible at 
transit point to forward on transit rate commodity 
that did not move {nto transit point on transit 
rate, or to substitute a commodily originating in 
one territory for the same or like commodity mov- 
ing into transit point fro manother territory, or to 
make any substitution that would impair the fn- 
tegrity of the through rate.”’ 

Many wheat traders who have been bullish for 
some time were Inclined to look for a further re- 
action in prices before there would be much good 
in the buying side. Prices have advanced nearly 
10c for December from the low point of a few 
weeks ago, and it is claimed thie has discounted 
much of the bullish factors. It is pointed out by the 
bulls that cash prices, however, have more than 
kept pace with the upturn, especially for winter 
wheats. and that premiums are now higher than 
when the market was at the bottom. The higher 
level has not called out much more wheat from 
the country. and the arrivals at winter wheat 
markets have continued extremely light. 


“Tt fs almost certain now that the wheat crop 
will be equai.to 1908, and, with favorable weather, 
it may be mu®@h greater, because, although the area 
sown will not be-greater, there should be great 
vigor In the wheat plants after a hard and dry 
winter,” said a ietter from an Argentine corre- 
spondent. *‘ Although the flowering period may 
be later, harvest will come more or less at the 
usual time, that is, when the heat commences. 
Probably 1,000,000 tons corn and 200,000 tons 
wheat remain on hand for shipment, but holders 
are stubborn in resisting any material lowering of 
prices, and steamers continue to go away in bal- 


last.’’ 

The Price-@urrent sald: ‘“‘ Corn crop matured 
under favorable conditions and cutting genera). 
Good quality indicated. Absence of frost favors 
late plantings. Interior offerings old corn 
increasing. Winter wheat being sown with soil 
in good condition; early sown sowing good stands.

sumption and unless there {s export business stocks 
should be oppressive later on, especially if the 
néw crop goes through the winter in good shape.’ 


Broomhall cables: ‘There is much appre- 
hension being felt regarding locusts, which are 
re as becoming numerous in wheat. Crop 
at best is only expected to equa! that of last year, 
and this deficiency {s attributed entirely to the 
drought which prevailed at the time of seeding 
and curtailed the acreage, and now should damage 
result from other causes a small crop would be 
harvested.’’ 


Lard and ribs, which have been sold recently, 
evidently went into strong hands, as it was much 
harder to buy stuff yesterday than it has been 
for some time. Lard, particularly, was well 
bought, and it was difficult to buy any yesterday 
without raising prices. Commission houses took the 
bulk of the offerings Several ofthe longs who sold 
out have been unable to reinstate their lines. 


Some selling of wheat was occasioned in Kansas 
City by the predictions for rain in the southwest- 
ern part of the state. which wil! facilitate seeding 
‘operations. Aside from a comparatively sma!! 
section in the far southwest wheat has gone into 
the ground under extremely favorable circum- 
stances, and a material increase in the total winter 
wheat acreage is expected.
